M r E d ito r— The number of those amon« us who 
inako authorship a protesaioti, is so suiall, wiien com­ 
pared with that iu older communities, that as few dis­ 
couragements as possible, should he held out to those 
whose talents authorize a reasonable expectation that 
the productions of their pen may iucnasu the growing 
reputation of American literature. 
Those who assent 
to this proposition will uul deny that a fair and liberal 
tone of criticism in the journals which undertake to 
forestall or direct opinion on new publications, is among 
the most obvious inducements to the timid, not to with­ 
hold what may, if judiciously fostered, or at least not 
rashly discouraged, do honor to the country. 
Obvious as this would seem to bo, there neverthe­ 
less prevails a harsh and unreasonable, not to say reck­ 
less, tone of illiberality in many of the journals which 
set up to decide, ex cathedra, on the merits of every 
thing which issues from the American press. 
However 
meritorious the style and sentiments may be, of the as­ 
pirant for public iuvor, it goes for nothing, if the critic 
happen to detect, or to imagine he detects that the style 
is imitated and the sentiments borrowed. 
Among many 
such criticisms that lie on my table, I select one which 
appeared a short time since in a highly respectable 
journal, 011 the new tragedy of Leona. 
I select this, 
not because it is more illiberal than many others, but 
because it illustrates better than any other now at hand, 
the unreasonable demand of criticism, to which 1 have 
adverted.

THE N E W TRAGEDY OF LEONA. 
Mrs Drake, of Cincinnati, the actress, has very lately pub­ 
lished a play entitled Leona o f Athens, which some of the 
western editors praise very extravagantly, for high talent. The 
following passage is extolled as ‘‘poetry—and of the iirst sort.” 
It may be of the first sort, but it certainly contains ideas not 
now lbr the first time published. 
It is Leona’s answer to the 
Ring’s threats of death, in the T ribunal;— 
Die ! I know that I shall die— 
It is my only com fort! in that magic word 
Light dawned upon my soul, and bright-winged Hope 
Comes like a smiling seraph crowned with glory ! 
T he long, long dreary day of (oil 
Is drawing to a close, the wished for leave to die 
Has come upon my heart,—peace, like a dove 
Crossing the troubled w aters of the deep 
Point« to another and a better world, 
W here sin shall cease, and sorrow be no m ore! 
Die ! A few years earlier—a few \ ears later,— 
Suddeu or slow—it is but death at la s t: 
The first six lines are quite comrnon-place—and though bor­ 
rowed, not worth borrowing. The simile of peace like the dove, 
is very like the every day m etaphor of the dove o f peace, 
which— 
‘‘Crossing the troubled w aters of the deep,” 
reminds us mightily of Noah’s ark : 
“ returning 
because 
the w aters covered the face of the earth.” And the following 
line— 
“iW nts to another and a better world,” 
is apt to recall the memory of poor Jack Palmer, in Kot- 
stbui 's play of the Stranger, who died after pronouncing the 
vyords— 
“ There is another and a better world.” 
The tw o last lines are presum ptively taken from W alter 
Scott’s poem of Marmion. 
“Die ! a few years earlier—a few years later— 
Suddeu or slow—it is but death at last.” 


W hat does Lady Constance say to the m onastic conclave 
sitting in judgm ent upon her ? 
“ Now, men o f death, work forth your will, 
For 1 can suffer and be s till; 
And come he slow, or come M fast, 
It b but death who comes at last,” 


T he critic admits that the poetry m ay be o f the first 
so rt, but objects that it contains ideas not now fo r the 
fir s t tim e published. 
It may be some consolation to 
Mrs Drake and others similarly situated, who are liable 
to be convicted of the unpardonable sin of wanting orig­ 
inality, to be reminded that they are as well olT in that 
particular, as the best writers both in prose and poe- 
of ancient and modern times.

In 1544, the same became requisite in France. 
In 
1594, the sea was frozen from Alarseilles to Venice.— 
In 1657 the Seine was entirely frozen over. 
In 
%677, the Seine was frozen for 35 successive days. 
In 
1709, the Adriatic and the M editerranean, from Afar- 
seilles to Genoa were frozen. 
In 1716, shops were es­ 
tablished on the Tham es ; and finally, the Seine was 
entirely frozen over in 1742, 1744, 1766, 1767, 1776, 
1788, and 1829.
